As if there weren’t enough awards already, the ARRL Member Services and DXers conceived 
another one to commemorate the new millennitum-namely the DXCC Challenge Award. This is 
a beautiful plaque presented to any DXer who has worked 1000 countries (entities) on different 
bands. So, if for example you work Japan on 80, 40, 30, 20, 15, and 10 meters, that would give 
you 6 DXCC Challenge Award countries towards the 1000 goal. Of course, you must have a 
QSL card to prove each QSO. All bands from 160 through 6 meters count toward this award. In 
addition, the award is endorsed in 500 entity increments up to 2500. Also, a trophy, the DeSoto 
Cup, named after the father of the DXCC award program (1935 vintage), is presented each year 
to the Challenge Award leader as of September 30. Would you believe the leader, a U.S. ham, 
is now approaching the 2800 country mark, well beyond the top endorsement? And, our own 
Dave, W2YC, is in the first 100 hams, worldwide, with over 2400 total! This is truly a DX 
award to keep hams busy for the rest of their lives! And, not surprisingly, there are many thou- 
sand of DXers avidly pursing this award. Are they “gluttons for punishment’, or just avid 
DXers? Guess one could find out only by first giving it a “shot”.

The ARRL DXCC Desk has announced the addition of a 30-meter single-band DXCC award. 
Applications for this award will be accepted starting October 1. Thirty-meter credits will count 
toward the DeSoto Cup competition and be included in the DXCC Annual List totals for the pe- 
riod ending September 30, 2003. A 30-meter endorsement to 5-Band DXCC also will be avail- 
able. 


The 30-meter band was added to the standard DXCC printout in January 2002. If you have re- 
ceived a copy of your record since then, you already have a copy of your 30-meter credits. If 


you don't have a record of your 30-meter credits, contact ARRL DXCC Desk for a copy.

Vintage 1AW QSL Brings Record Price 


We're not certain if ARRL co-founder and first president Hiram Percy Maxim would have 
been proud or surprised to know that one of his old 1AW QSLs apparently set a price record 
for the sale of a single QSL card. A 1923-vintage 1AW card recently went for $2125 on the 
eBay auction site. Neither the seller nor the buyer have been identified. 


The 1AW card appears to verify reception of 9CTR on a wavelength of 193 meters rather than 
a two-way contact. "You were calling another 9," Maxim wrote in the card's "Remarks" sec- 
tion. Although the card proclaims "American Radio Relay League Station 1AW" across the 
top, the now-famous call sign was Maxim's own personal call sign at the time, not the 
League's, and Maxim operated from his home in Hartford. 


Until the 1AW card sale, the highest known price paid for a single QSL card was more than 
$1100 for an AC4YN QSL from the Tibet DXpedition of Sir Evan Nepean, GSYN, who died 
last March at age 92.

ARRL Officials Upbeat about Reaching 5-MHZ Compro- 
mise 


ARRL President Jim Haynie, W5JBP, and General Counsel Chris Imlay, W3KD, say they're 
optimistic about reaching a resolution to issues that could otherwise block plans for a new 5 
MHz band. Until opposition surfaced from the National Telecommunications and Information 
Administration (NTIA), the FCC appeared to have put ARRL's request for a new, domestic- 
only, secondary amateur allocation at 60 meters on the fast track. 


In an eleventh-hour move a month ago, the NTIA recommended in a letter to the FCC that the 
Commission not go forward with a proposal for an Amateur Radio allocation at 5250 to 5400 
kHz. The NTIA regulates radio spectrum allocated to the federal government. Critical federal 
agencies, including the Department of Justice, the US Coast Guard and the Department of De- 
fense, were making extensive use of 5 MHz frequencies. One difficulty in the negotiations is 
that some of the information on the government's use of the 5-MHz frequencies involved is 
classified. 


The ARRL proposal called for a 150-kHz wide band and the full legal power limit. Imlay 
hinted, however, that perhaps a smaller band than the one requested coupled with some power 
output limitations was a real possibility.
